spread among employers and merchants. Excited and frantic 
conferences have been frequent during the past week among 
the leaders of the defeated band of profit mongers. In spite 
of the silence maintained all Stockton realizes that the effort 
to exterminate organized labor has resulted in dismal failure. 
and more desertions from the association are daily reported. 

The labor crushers have completely lost the respect and 
confidence of the public and of a large part of the member- 
ship of the association because of the conduct of the leaders 
of the fight for the non-union shop and all sorts of schemes 
are now being devised for the purpose of driving public sym- 
pathy from the unions. 


away Up to the present, however, all 


the plans have failed and mourning is the order in the head- 
quarters of the would-be chiefs. 
[efforts to start trouble in other California cities, constantly 
put forth by the Stockton gang, have in every instance resulted 
in humiliating failure, the employers informing them that they 
would have nothing to do with any such insane endeavors. 
While there is no boisterous shouting on the union side 
of the fight every report shows material gains, so that it is but 
a question of time until the unions will be complete masters 
of the entire situation. Last reports are to the effect that two 
more firms have deserted the association and signed up with 
labor.

The little city of Martinez is buzzing with excitement over 
the recent disclosures in connection with the theft of dynamite 
from cars in the vicinity of Bay 


Point and Pinole. Probably 


twenty or more officers are working on the case. Much mys- 


tery is maintained, and each arrival in Martinez is scrutinized 
inquiringly as he steps from the train. 

J. P. Emerson, a private detective in the employ of the Mer- 
chants, Manufacturers and Employers’ Association of Stockton, 
is wanted on a felony charge of having dynamite unlawfully 
in his possession. 

The feeling that there is much more behind the story of 
the theft of dynamite than has yet come to light is prevalent. 
Division Superintendent J. D. Brennan of the Southern Pacific 
has issued orders to all his men to give out no information in 
regard to the burglarizing of cars.

He met Emerson. who introduced 


himself as a detective in the employ of the Merchants, Manu- 


facturers and Employers’ Association in Stockton, Emerson 
asked Richards if he would like to know where there was some 
dynamite. Richards gave an affirmative answer, and Emerson 


said, “Come with me.” 


Emerson led the way across the marshes to a point near 


the Southern Pacific tracks, 


about a block away, and showed 


Richards a box of gelatine, which, however, is said not to have 
been the same brand of explosive stolen from the box car a few 
nights previous. 


The whole thing bears the earmarks of a frame-up on the 


part of some one to involve organized labor of Stockton in 
violence and thus win public sympathy from the unions. The 
plans, however, have miscarried, and labor will insist upon a 
full investigation of the matter in order that the guilty parties 
may be revealed. 

If there was a move on foot to dynamite some of the non- 
union concerns in Stockton, blame labor for the depredations, 
and thus wean public sympathy away from the winning unions 
of the Slough City, the discovery of the dynamite has made 
failure almost certain.

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SAFETY FIRST. 

Synopsis of a speech on “Safety First’ deliv- 

ered by Will J. French, of the Industrial Accident 

Commission, before the Los Angeles City Club, 
on Saturday, September 26th: 

“May I not congratulate the citizens of Los 

Angeles on the result of last Monday’s “Safety 


lirst” conference? From the same_ platform 
spoke the president and secretary of the Mer- 
chants and Manufacturers’ Association and the 


president and secretary of the Central Labor 
Council. These four men unanimously pledged 
the support of their organizations, as well as 
their individual aid, to the work of the safety 
department. 

“Many are the reasons for this unanimity. The 
saving of lives and the prevention of industrial 
accidents are a clarion call to all that is best in 
a human being. 

“Every fifteen minutes, day and night, a worker 
is killed in the United States, says the National 
Council for Industrial Safety. The same authori- 
ty states that a wage earner is injured every 
sixteen seconds, day and night. 

“As if to do its part in this ghastly war of 
peace, California had 38,512 accidents in the in- 
dustries during the first eight months of 1914, out 
of which number there were 376 deaths, 806 per- 
manent injuries, and 37,330 temporary injuries. 

“We may well turn for a moment from the hor- 
rors of the European struggle to this country’s 
death rate, in industry, of 35,040 each twelve 
months, to say naught of the over two million in- 
dustrial accidents during the same period.

participate in the nation-wide agitation to make 
industry as safe as possible?

co-operative basis to grapple with the problem; 
by using all the mechanical safeguards possible 
to prevent contact with dangerous machinery and

may imperil not only his own life but the lives 
of his fellow workers. 

“To avoid duplication of effort, the Industrial 
Accident Commission suggested to the United 
States Bureau of Mines that safety and sanitation 
be taken up co-operatively in the mining field. 
Secretary of the Interior Franklin K. Lane im- 
mediately approved the plan, and H. M. Wolflin, 
mining engineer on the U. S. Bureau 
staff, was assigned to California. A 
Southern California man, Mr. Wolflin has splend-

Working men are considered the 
proper food for the implements of slaughter that 
Europe has been building for years. 
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Compulsory Arbitration 
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The Sacramento “Bee” editor seems to have gone daft over the compulsory 
arbitration idea. Editorials urging the necessity for such legislation are of very 
frequent occurrence in that paper of late, and always the interests of the “inno- 
cent and unoffending public” are urged as paramount to those of both the 
worker and the employer. Just who the people are that constitute the public, 
however the “Bee” fails to set forth in any very definite fashion. It has been ever 
thus with the advocates of this mode of creating masters and slaves. They shout 
about “the public, the public.” Labor, if we are not greatly mistaken, constitutes 
a very large part of the public, and its voice has never been raised in favor of 
compulsory arbitration in labor disputes. In fact labor has always held that 
when compulsion walks in, arbitration vanishes and involuntary servitude domi- 
nates. Nor was it organized labor that coined the phrase: “The public be 
d d.” That was the product of those who desire to be masters, and whether 
they realize it or not, every advocate of compulsory arbitration is aiding in the 
struggle to enslave the worker—to make him subject to the whim and fancy of 
some one not vitally concerned in the conditions under which he must live. 

The compulsory arbitration advocates are guilty of that old, old error of 
placing property above humanity. They assume that the continuous, uninter- 
rupted production of goods and furnishing of conveniences are matters of more 
concern to man than is the independence of the worker. They are so absorbed 
with material things that they pass lightly over the feelings of those who would 
be compelled to labor, to spend their strength and energy and very lives in labor 
under compulsory conditions, in the establishment of which they would have no 
voice except a groveling, pleading prayer for justice or mercy at the hands of 
others. 

One of the arguments of the “Bee” is that “striking employees have not the 
status of men who have asked for and obtained a discharge. Their position is 
that of men who aim to resume, upon their own terms, the employment they 
have temporarily severed to emphasize their demands. Accordingly, the prohi- 
bition of involuntary servitude does not and should not apply in such cases.” 

Just think of it. This paper would have a worker “ask for and obtain a 
discharge” in times of disagreement over wages or working conditions or submit, 
like a criminal, to involuntary servitude. 

Have all our wars, bloodshed and suffering been for naught? Has the toiler 
struggled through the centuries for independence, for a voice in shaping the 
conditions under which he lives, only to be thrown back into slavery through 
the medium of compulsory arbitration? No man is free who is compelled to 
work, even temporarily, for another against his will. Such a man is a slave 
toiling for a master just as was the negro before the Civil War. There are those 
who urged the interests of the people would the better be served by keeping the 
negro in slavery then, just as there are those now who insist the interests of the 
public must be safeguarded even though it be necessary, in so doing, to make 
slaves of human beings. These “interests,” be it understood, are always prop- 
erty interests. In 1865, however, the people willed that the welfare of the black 
man—human welfare—should be paramount to the property welfare of the slave 
owner. And it is our firm conviction that the American people still hold those 
views and will not take a backward step to satisfy the clamor for profits. 

Though all may not be milk and honey for “the public” when the workers 
cease to serve masters who set themselves up as the sole d 


ictators of wages, 


hours and working conditions, the right of every man to quit work at will must 


be maintained at all hazards. This right was only gained after untold suffering 
and misery and the shedding of the life blood of uncounted millions of humble 


humans, and will not be readily surrendered by those whose heritage it is, even 


though the wailers for profit tumultuously shout from the house 


tops for the 
dominance of the interests of property. 


The cry for compulsory arbitration is out of tune with the trend of modern 


thought and shocks the nerves of present-day citizenship. It will not do. It 


is wrong in principle and incapable of just application, 
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If you want to give California a real black eye, 
vote for State-wide prohibition. If the object of 
your citizenship is to destroy rather than to build 
up and improve the State, prohibition is the road 
to travel, but, if you have at heart the best in- 
terests of the State and its people, vote against 
this measure which strikes at the industries of 
the State. 


Last spring a man in St. Louis reputed to be a 
millionaire swore to an income of but $20,000 per 
year before Federal income tax officials. A short 
time ago he died and an investigation reveals his 
actual income to have been in excess of $400,000 
per annum. But what is a “mistake” of a mere

Many American papers, supposedly well in- 
formed, published the news of the festivities of 
September 16th as being the date of the libera- 
tion of Mexico from Spanish rule by Benito 
Juarez—Benito Juarez, a pure Mexican Indian, 
became president of Mexico very much later. He 
fought the three years’ war (1857-60) and fought 
against I’rench intervention until Maximilian, em- 
peror of Mexico, Generals Mejia and Miramon 
were caught, court martialed and shot in 1867. 
It was the half-breed Hidalgo who started the 
revolution against Spanish rule by ringing the 
church bell on the midnight of September 16, 
1810. That is the reason why all Supreme Chiefs 
in Mexico ring the bell, the same bell which Hi- 
dalgo rang in 1810, and shout vivas to the Consti- 
tution, to liberty and to the Mexican people. 


A clearing house for travelers in San Francisco 
and other nearby cities during the Panama-Pa- 
cific International Exposition is the organization 
being perfected by the Travelers’ Aid Society of 
California. It is the aim of the society to have 
trained workers meet every train and boat and 
give care, advice, assistance and—where welcome 
—protection to travelers, especially unescorted 
women and girls. To an information bureau, it 
will add a social service organization, if success- 
ful in its present plans. The California society 
is modeled after that of New York which has 
assisted thousands of women and children an- 
nually, preventing not only inconvenience but in 
many cases something worse. Moral protection 
will be one of the features of the 1915 Exposition. 


The special weather forecasts furnished to the 
forest service by the weather bureau have al- 
ready proved their value as an aid in fire protec- 
tion, according to the district forester at San 
Francisco. The fire that burned recently on the 
lands of the Standard Lumber Company within 
the Stanislaus National Forest is cited as an ex- 
ample of the importance of this form of co- 
operation. This fire was reported to the San 
Francisco office of the forest service at 10 a. m. 
September 12th. The weather bureau was im- 
mediately consulted. Within two hours Ranger 
Longdon, who was in charge on the fire line 
knew that strong northerly winds were predicted 
for the night of September 12th and had begun 
to strengthen his defenses. The predicted wind 
arrived at 3 a. m., September 13th, and although 
the fire line broke in two places, the augmented 
forces were able to concentrate on the breaks 
and hold the line. The forest service telephone 
system, which enabled the forest supervisor at 
Sonora to communicate the weather bureau’s 
forecast directly to the ranger in charge of the 


fire fighting, was an important factor 
achievement.
